TV/HQ^ PREMIER DUFF ROBLIN of Manitoba as 
^ cha ii T Ba n of ttto sixth premlen' c a M fe i dnce 
In Wlnnip^ announced Mooday that gaoeral agne- 
mmt bad bean reacted between pravliicial govamment 
leodin that *Hbe provinces and other govormnent 
levak art not deatt^ with tteae (Indian, Metk and 
Ekiteo) proUemi aa etteettvdy ■■ might be wktet!^' 
he ettter omaciaiBly or unconacloualy made what must 
be eooridaed one of tile doaric understatementi of all 
thna, 

from tile very eaiilat days of Caiauflan htotory 
when ofga nl aed government firat began to bring order 
out of chaoa—long before Confederation—the Indians 
r wei« re l egated to tiie stobia df second daas human 
belD^ Confdderatlan and the ftormatian of 

Canada aa an independent nation, the Indian’s lot 
remalitod unctiangid. 

Not, Indeed, until 1960 was the right to vote ia 
national dactiona extended to adult Indlsiw llvtng on 
reaervea. __ 

Toftoy our native Indhin population la eatimated 
at a Uttie over 300,000 of which 145,000 still ttve on 
9,215 square miw of land held hy the federal govern¬ 
ment as Indian reserves. They have been caOed 
^Canada’s moat econ<milcafiy rtsprsaaad, oodally 
bolatod and aducationally handleapped group.** And 
not withoat reason. 

Tbay are toonomkelly depressed because half 
their population is forcad to dqwnd on living on what 
It can ■Mita by trapping, hunting and fiahtog. They 
art BodaUy Isolated because they are encouraged by 
govemnent authmitles to remain on their ruervei 
wMdi art no better, and probtbly mudi wwte, tiiat 
the much-matttoied “Bantuetans'’ of South Africa, 
arid they art edueationalfy handicapped beeauee their 
children art not provldtd with the schod or technical 
tiolning tocUltiei offered other young Canadians. 

For instance, statistics for 1963-64 show that only 
one In^an in every 66 attended hifl^ school aa opposed 
]o one In every 18 CanafteM elMwhere, and only me 
In every 2,(X)0 was in university as compered with 
one in every 100 for the remainder of Canada. 

It may wtli be that these are the kind of statistics 
that prompted Premier Duff Roblin to ny: **1 think 
there was a general ferilhg that one of the main 
problems in this fidd Is motivation. The aim muet be 
to heh> the foiSane to achieve seif-rtotoect and then 
give then the took with wUch to do the iob.** 

n soma plan can be cvolvad from thte conference 
which win raault In both federal and provinda] leveb 
of government oo-ope ra t to g to bring about the full 
emendpatkm of our Indlani then they may Indeed 
achieve a measure of eatf-retowet. And eo, indeed, 
might the itort of us. 

Yes and No 

I F A RBQUEOT comM to Canada from President 
Johnawi It would awm leasimaUe to luppoaa 
that both the prime minister and hit external affairs 
collaaguea would agree ai to Its contents. Aa Mr.
